the czar looked pale, and \vore a serious 
expression. The party -\vere driven to 
the Cathedral ofXotre Dair.e. where they 
were receive'! by Cardinal Richard, arch- 
bishop of Paris. Assisting- the cardinal 
in the reception of the visitors wore the 
vicar general of the archdiocese and the 
members of the Maroponltan Chapter. 
The streets through which the party 
passed were lined with people, and the 
great square fronting the cathedral w.ng 
densely packed. The enthusiasm »f the 
people along the route ar.d in the square 
was manifested by almost incessant 
cheering. 


The czar a.nd czarina, after leaving tlie 


-atheGraJ, visited the Palais de Justice, 
the Pantheon and the Hotel Des In- 
valides, returning to the Russian em- 
bassy for luncheon.

The czarina sat opposite the czar, 
with Pre'sident Faure upon her right 
and ^1.

boards shall continue to hold office gui 
the appointment of a uow board in.

• A goldbug missionary waa stepping 
np Farnnm street-yesterday. He had a 
lar^o lot of pretty pictures nucler his 
arm, ami lw handed them oat to passers- 
by. These pictures told in vivid Jarj- 
gnupo of the wonderful prosperity eu- 
joycrt by tho producers during the yeara 
lSEi>-92 inclusive and attributed all 
our woeG to the fact that the couditions 
of those years have been dono away 
with. 
Sflvcral of these pretty pictures1 


were handed to The World-Herald office 
boy, nnd after looking at them ho took 
down the files and looked at tho market 
reports. Ho saw some strange things, 
and here are some of thorn: 


Ono of tho pretty pictnres told how 


much tho honey producers have lost be- 
causo tha1 conditions of 1889-92 havo 
beeu done away with. But how about 
that? On Nov. 8, 1SS8, just a year be- 
fore tho beginning of the "good old 
timca of 1880-92," honey was quoted 
on tha Omaha market at 17 cents. After 
tho "good old times" had been getting 
iu th.cir work for a while honoy began 
to climb down. On Nov. £•, 1892, it 
was quoted on tho Omaha market at 15 
Eciits. This was a decline of 11 per cent 
during those "good old times" the Re- 
publican party gave us.

Lathrop is tlvj daughter of Nathaniel 


Huwthoruo and sho vrtfo of Goorgo Pair- 
sons Lathrop, and sho hergnlf hiifl won 
considerable; fnmo in literature. Hur house 
In Sc.-iminc] H&reet is an old nnrl sicull 
four story brick tcuoincnt, almost the on- 
ly merit of which Is cleanliness. Scammcl 
street IB Q narrow Itino that rnna from 
East Broadway, bolow Gouvcrneur KCrecfc, 
fco Water strccb. Ench side of it is lined 
with poor tenement.1;, and tho pooplo who 
11 vo thoro are of clio poorest class. T'ho 
liouso iftat Mrs. Lathrop has chosun for 
her work la Just south of -East Broadway. 


The beginning oC thla work by Mrs. La- 


throp id uoc the result of any newly form- 
ed purpose. As ourly as last spring she bo- 
cuino interested l:a the poor caiicc?»'patlonlg 
of thy c]ty and dotormined to do some- 
thing for thorn. She went to Dr. Bull for 
advice. He told her the best thiny sho 
could do was to take a course of nursing 
at tlia Cancer hospital at OEB Hundred 
and Sixth streofc and Central Park West. 
She went there in JUEO and staid for 
three mouths, doing tho work ot a nurso. 
Her experience) there only confirmed her 
In .her purpose fco do something for the iu- 
cur.iblos. Thcro is an incurable word in 
the hospital, but that hag not sufficient ao- 
commodatiou for all the applicants. 
She 


therefore decided to stnrt a home for In- 
curablog in tho poor port of tho city, \vhero 
pntionta could reccivo tho comforts so 
necessary to them and yet be within easy 
reach of their friends. 


From physicians she received little on- 


couruge:nont. 
They told her that to start 


such a homo and maintain it would re- 
quire a large sum of money, and-without 
a sufficient equipment she could not got 
capable physicians to attend tho patients. 
Moreover, they represented to har that tho 
first requirements for incurables wero rest 
and quiet and puxo air, and these could 
not bo got in a densuly populated section 
of tho city. They advised her if aha -was 
going to do something for cancer patients 
to bond her energy toward securing great- 
er facilities for incurables at the already 
admirably equipped cancer hospital's. 


Mrs. Luthropwas non to bo turned asido 


from her purpose. She ILrnC went to friends 
to secure the necessary fundy to start a 
homo on a small seals. This she failed to 
do, although she gob promises of help 
when she had demonstrated that her.idea 
was n good one. So sho decided to Etart 
alone and show what sho could do. 


The cost obstacle that met her was tho 


unwillingness of landlords to let a house 
or a part of M house for such a purpose). 


"Poor people,'' said Mrs. Lathrop, 


"have such u horror of cancer patients 
that they do not want to be in the same 
house wlih thorn." 


This fact of itself strengthened her in 


her purpose, showing her how badly help 
was needed. Finally she found the house 
in Scammel street and rented tho second 
floor, that consists of four rooms. Tho 
house, as to its hnlls, was very clean, buc 
when she took possession of her rooms tho 
dirt accumulated thcro almost unnerved, 
her. Havicg made up her mind to live 
among tho poor, aha resolved to live as 
the poor do, "and in order that she might 
liava tho more money for her work sho set 
about scrubbing and cleaning the roumd 
herself. Sao did in ull, too, except for tho 
help she received from the vroincu folk in 
tho house, who have, after a fashion, Utken 
hor under their protection and who do for 
her nil they can. When tho rooms wore 
clean, eho Bet to work brightening them 
up n bit She bought EOJIIO paint and wood 
stains and painted tho woodwork and 
stained the floor. 


Mrs. 
Lathrop proposes to huvo Qt the 


beginning a. dispensary, in which sho will 
bo aided by Miss Mary Mahonoy, a trained 
nurse. The-y will start by visiting patients 
at their homes ami giving them such aid 
and comfort as thoy cun, and also dis- 
pense medicines and littlo luxuries for the 
sick. When Mrs. Lathrop was scon recent- 
ly, she was hard at work putting the fin- 
ishing touches to her home. 


"I fool that I have found my work 


now:" she said, "and although I have- not 
got much encouragement so i'ar I feel thnt 
I shall succeed. I have been interested in 
it for a long time, and my resolution to 
do something of this kind is not-new. 


. "Cancer is n dreadful disease, and when 


the sufierer is one uf the poorer classes he 
can receive little help oven from relatives, 
for I hs,vo found that people of the poorer 
classes shrink from their Yricnds or rela- 
tives thut have cancer and want to got rid 
of them. 
The poor wretches ore left all 


alone without help or medical assistance, 
for doctors ore a luzury down hcxo on the 
cost side. 


"It is to try to help them and lighten 


their sufferings during the little time they 
have to live that brings me hefe. Mytvork 
must necessarily bo limited, fo£ my funds 
are no"t grout, and I have found no one to 
help me. But I hope that when tho pooyjo 
realize what work thero is to be dono and 
how needed ft Ls some of them will bo.will- 
ing to give mo tho money to start a home." 
• Mrs. Lathrop Las1 now flpo patient, a 
man. Ho is quartered with orto of the ton- 
ants in tho house. She axpocts to begin 
hor round of visits very toon.—New York 
Sun.
